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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The closest prior art 
Collart U.S. Pat. No. 6,405,203 discloses a system/method for tracking the distribution 
of content. 

JP02004088598A Muratani, Hirobumi discloses a digital watermark analyzing device 
which can estimate identification information which would be embeddedin a copy of 
contents. 

However, neither Collart nor Muratani discloses the recited feature: 
As per claim 19 " copyright information management program unit is provided with a 
database for registering and managing copyright information, a product registration 
program, a product information registration program, a copyright information inquiry 
program, and at least one of a copyright information updating program and a copyright 
information deletion program". 

As per claim 20 " digital watermark information management program unit is provided 
with a digital watermark embedding program, a digital watermark deletion program, a 
digital watermark display program, a digital watermark key management program, and a 
digital watermark key database".
